PENSION OF EMANUEL EBBS 


Pension papers on file at National Archives, Washington, D.C. bear the 
No. 11,377, and the notation Maryland Agency, Maryland service. Applica- 
tion was made May 26, 1818, when applicant gave his age as 75 (born 1743) and 
his residence at this time as Armagh Township, Mifflin County, Penna. (see 
census record, p2Z) Itis stated that he served 7 years in all, and was dis- 
charged at Baltimore. 

Captain John Smith: and Colonel Nathaniel Ransey testified in 1814 that 
Emanuel Ebbs enlisted in 1777 and faithfully discharged his duties, and that 
he was wounded at Monmouth. In 1819, the soldier ttates that he travels as 
a tinker, and that his then residence was Baltimore. In 1820 he states that 
he has 3 in his family: his wife, about 50 years old, a son Daniel ll, anda 
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grandchild, Matilda Brown. 

A schedule of his property dated April 1821, shows no real estate, 
or personal or mixed estate, except tools for his trade. His family 
then consisted of his wife. A letter from H. H. Dicus, Streator, 
Illinois, dated February 1880, is referred to as stating that Emanuel 
Ebbs had a daughter named Mary.

Frank R. Foster, 65, superintendent of The Gazette and Telegraph 
mechanical department and a resident of Colorado Springs for 27 years, 
died Monday afternoon at his home 1714 N. Tejon St. following two heart 
attacks, 

Mr. Foster was stricken first early Monday and apparently was re~ 
covering when a second attack occurred, 

One of the best-known printers of the Rocky Mountain region, he was 
also president of the State Board of Vocational Education. He was a member 
of the board for several years before being named president. 

He was widely known in Masonic circles and October 20 was designated 
knight commander of the court of honor by the supreme council southern 
jurisdiction, of Scottish Rite in Washington, D.C. 

A past master of El Paso lodge No. 13, Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons, Mr. Foster was secretary of the lodge and an officer of the 
Rocky Mountain consistory No. Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Free Masonry at the time of his death. He was also an officer in the 
council of Kadosk of the Rocky Mountain consistory, He also was a 
member of the Elks lodge. 

Born in Adrian, Mich, 

Born April 20, 1878, in Adrian, Mich. Mr. Foster was taken to Denver 
when he was 9 years old, and learned the printing trade in his father's 
shop there. As a youth he went to Cripple Creek Times. Shortly after 
the turn of the century, he moved to Montana, where he was foreman for 
several years for a Billings newspaper. Later he moved to Butte, where 
he was foreman of the Butte Miner for several years, 

In 1916, he came to Colorado Springs, For three years he taught 
printing at the Colorado School for the Deaf & Blind, joining the mechanical 
staff of the Evening Telegraph in 1919. When the Gazette and Telegraph 
were consolidated in 1923, he was named general superintendent of the 
mechanical department, 

Mr.,Foster was married in 1906 to Miss Grace Cunningham, who 
survived him. A daughter, Miss Helen Foster of this city, and two 
sisters, Mrs, Helen Martin of Westport, Conn. and Mrs. John Link 
of Denver, also survive.

"The lovely and fertile valley bounded on the west by Shade Mountain, 
on the south by Cedars Spring Ridge, on the east by the Ridge at 
McAllisterville, and sweeping westward 8 miles to Juniata River, at 
Mifflintown, is called Lost Creek Valley''. Emanuel Ebbs is said to 
have died there in 1840 and in that year is listed among soldiers of 
the Revolution in Juniata County, a pensioner, living in Fayette Township, 
"aged 106''. Vol I"102. "The first settlers went to the valley in 1755, 
but no Baumgardners are listed among them." 

This is from Mrs. Newman Smith's report. 


The 1840 census shows that there was an old man living with Emanuel 
Ebbs, Jr. who was 100 and up. If this was the Emanuel Ebbs, Rev. 
soldier, then he was born before 1743, about 1734 if he was 106 in 1840. 

I think there is some mistake in his age on the census or else on the 

one reporting thought he was over 100 when he was really only 97. His 
pension application says he is 75 in 1818 which would make his birth date 
1743. If he was born in 1734, he would have been 52 when he was married 
and 62 when Mary Ebbs was born and 75 when Daniel Ebbs was born in 
1809. I think that 1743 was his birth date and this above data is not correct. 
Rather than raise a question about it, I have omitted it from DAR proof.
